CDBBENCY  FLURAY 


In  the  old  bMilehted  days  It  wa«  considered  a 

rrtmlnal  offpnrp  for  an  Individual  to  tamper  with 
the  national  currency.  Indeed  we  believe  In 
tbaw  old  days  many  an  individual  was  hanged 
in  England  and  other  places  for  reducing  the 
content  in  the  guinea  and  sovereign.  Some  ol 
the  statesmen  of  Prance  have  practically  declared 
that  it  is  a  pleee  of  sharp  business  practice  on 
the  part  of  the  United  States  to  attempt  to 
arbitrarily  decrease  the  gold  content  of  the  dol- 
lar, and  thus  upset  to  some  extent  the  balance 
of  International  trade. 

VlM  tetton  of  the  lAHted  Stitas  Qovemment 
ll  technically  called  "going  off  the  gold  Itand- 
trd."  The  contention  ol  France  Is  that  the  po- 
•tUon  of  the  United  SUtea  Is  practlcaUy  the 
same  as  the  position  of  France.  In  France  there 
is  no  intention  of  "going  off  the  gold  standard" 
Meauae  la  the  coffers  of  the  country  there  Is 
an  ample  supply  of  gold  to  maintain  the  franc 
on  the  gold  basis.  In  the  United  States  there 
is  an  ample  supply  of  gold  to  support  the  inter- 
ftatus  of  the  dollar,  consequently  there 
be  something  sinister  in  the  purpose  of  the 
American  Government. 

 The  financial  interest. <;  and  the  public  men  of 

Oreat  Britain  have  adoptr-d  a  different  attitude 
toarards  the  policy  of  thr  I'lutid  states.  They 
have  pointed  out  that  the  matter  is  not  on  in- 
ternational Import  at  all,  but  a  purely  domestic 
qiiastlon.  Or  at  least  that  if  international 
bwd^an  he  alfected,  that  will  merely  be  inci- 
defOai  to  the  more  Important  domestic  purpose. 
Ornernl  bu.slncs.s  in  the  United  States  Is  in  such 
an  unsettled  and  unsatisfactory  staJM»  that  some- 
fhlit  draatte  nrarit  be  done  to  bring  order  out 
of  the  existing  chaos. 

fidflng  by  the  comment  of  leading  business 
awlkoritlea,  there  la  c  general  consensus  of 
o[^lon  that  currency  Inflation.  If  It  can  be  con- 
tr^d,  will  have  a  beneficial  effect,  not  only  in 
tM^fTnlted  States  but  throughout  the  world.  Of 
cogrsp  if  inflation  grt.s  out  of  hand  and  thZOO^ 
th^  agency  of  speculators  goes  on  the  rampage, 
tm  results  might  prove  disastrous.  Wealth  can- 
noljie  created  by  printing  dollars  or  declaring 
that  the  value  of  one  dollar  shall  be  equal  to 
the  value  of  twodOUan.  but  the  change  In  rahies 
of  currency  may  facllitatr  what  is  known  as 
processes  of  liquidation.  We  have  heard  the 
policy  of  Inflation  deacrtbed  as  a  new  way  of 
paying  old  debts. 

We  understand  that  President  Roosevelt  is  not 
an  enthusiasUc  Inflationist;  that  he  has  only 
consented  to  the  adoption  of  .such  a  radical 
policy  because  of  a  conviction  that  it  will  facili- 
tate the  ultimate  acceptance  by  the  nations  of 
aome  form  of  International  currency,  some  sys- 
tem of  permanent  credit  which  will  strike  off 
the  .shackles  that  have  hampered  International 
trade.  That  seems  to  be  the  view  of  the  Prime 
Minister  of  Oreat  Britain  too.  for  he  still  pro- 
fesses to  be  confident  of  the  Washington  Con- 
ference achieving  definite  beneficial  results. 

It  is  rather  significant  that  the  president  of 
a  nation  wiiich  has  been  the  leader  In  all  move- 
ments for  increased  toriffs  should  take  the  lead 
la  a  noTement  for  a  general  reduction  in  tariffs. 
It  is  also  interesting  to  note  that  while  the  pos- 
Mbillty  of  currency  inflation  in  the  United  States 
haa  raised  a  tremendous  political  tempest  in 
the  world,  the  reaction  of  Canada  to  the  an- 
nouncement has  been  positively  mild.  Which 
wovM  seem  to  Indicate  that  the  position  of  this 
country  is  so  strong  that  it  cannot  be  aerloualy 
af  f  eo<^  wfaityry  »ip|na>, 

m  TIOTOBUNS 


Since  Edmund  Burke's  day  it  has  been  held 
M  axiomatic  that  one  cannot  indict  a  whole 
nation.  Some  very  modern  people,  however  do 
not  hesitate  to  label  this,  that,  or  the  other 
period  of  human  history  with  a  damnatory  sen- 
tence, phrase,  or  epithet.  Having  heard  that 
in  a  cerUin  age  there  was  much  tyranny  or 
hypocrisy,  or  llcenUousnesa,  or  knuvery,  thought- 
less people  are  only  too  apt  to  imagine  that, 
during  the  period  referred  to.  the  populaUon 
was  given  over  wholly  to  tlwt  way  of  life.  Thus, 
there  are  people  among  us  who  have  little  but 
words  of  disparagement  for  the  Victorian  Age 
They  speak  of  that  period  In  aeeenta  of  atrong 
disapproval,  not  unmixed  with  a  kind  of  pity, 
Which  in  its  turn  Is  tinctured  with  contempt 
They  suggest  that  the  Vlctortans,  early,  middle, 
and  late,  were  sadly  hampered  by  mental,  moral! 
mad  artistic  deficiencies.  What  chiefly  ren- 
dered the  Victorians  so  tattlo.  la  this  view,  was 
a  complicated  machinery  of  moral  inhibitions 
Which  naturally  Interfered  with  self-expression 
and  as  long  as  medieval  ethical  coneepUons  were 
allowed  to  hamper  the  natural  and  .spontaneous 
activity  of  the  soul,  full  artistic  cx«;llence  could 
not  be  attained. 

This  was  not  the  worst  The  critics  a.s.sert 
also  that  the  severe,  rigid,  and  rapreasive  con- 
ventional moraUty  of  tiM  nlaataanth  century 
produced  a  vicious  undergrowth  masked  by 
hypocrisy,  and  add  that  the  combined  Influence 
Of  Victorian  art  and  Victorian  moraUty  aetod  as 
a  restraint  upon  the  free  mental  development 
Of  the  race.  As  a  result  the  Victorians  were 
little  more  than  commonplace,  respectable,  nar- 
roir-mlnded,  self-satisfied,  comfortable,  un* 
kitious  and  unimaginative    These  adjectives 


ilt  taipliclt  in  the  connotation  of  the  current 
phrase,  "smug  Vlctorianlsm  " 

TO  speak  of  the  reign  of  the  Queen  as  if  it 
began  with  the  inamuratloa-Qf  aertaia  enter- 
prises for  which  no  previous  preparation  had 
been  made  and  as  if  the  end  of  her  reign  marked 
tha  final  achievement  of  alma  and  purpoaea  con- 
ceived over  sixty  years  before  is  manifestly 
•baurb.  Human  life  is  continuous  and  periods 
la  history,  like  species  in  sclenoe,  Mida  Into 
each  other.

It 
does  not  avail  much  either  to  decry  the  pa»t  or 
to  say  that  the  former  days  were  better  than 
these:  but  to  suggest  that  the  Victorian 
leaders  In  literature,  science,  invention,  imperial 
expulsion,  and  colon  iaatkm  were  narrow- 
minded,  unambitious,  unimaginative,  common- 
place, and  all  the  rest  of  It,  Ls  simply  sUly.

The 
Oerman  enftaieerB  were  eventually  ac<initted,  al- 
though the  prosecutor  vehemently  demanded 
their  conviction  and  punishment.  Eleven  of 
the  Russians  were  shot  and  the  rest  disappeared 
without  trace.  From  the  article  in  our  Winnipeg 
contemporary  we  quote  the  following  passages; 

"This  trial,  called  the  Schachty  trial,  was  in 
very  truth  one  of  the  greatest  theatrical  displays 
which  the  writer,  Dr.  Theodore  Seibert  (a  re- 
porter of  several  well-known  Oerman  newspa- 
pers, who  was  in  Russia  1925-29)  ever  witnessed 
in  his  four  years  in  Russia.  Since  the  Soviet 
Government  claims  its  system  to  be  infallible,  in 
case  of  trouble  such  as  arose  Ip  the  Winter  of 

1928,  It  must  convince  its  people  that  if  anytliing 
la  wrong  with  the  system  the  reason  must  lie  in 
some  outside  source.  A  great  to  do  was  made  in 
this  case. 

"Conclusion:  Since  the  Bolshevist  Industrial 
policy  is  to  be  held  Infallible  at  all  costs,  every 
defect  In  the  system  must  be  traced  to  sabotage 
of  some  sort  or  other,  so  that  the  leaders  of  the 
system  may  finally  tell  the  masses  'We  have 
found  the  culprits  and  have  done  away  with 
them.'  The  writer.  Dr.  Seibert,  concluded  his 
graphic  description  of  tlils  and  other  trials  by 
saying.  1  can  well  understand  that  any  reader 
of  these  lines  who  has  not  been  an  eyc-witne.s.s 
at  these  trials  would  consider  such  diabolical  In- 
famy "for  raaaoni  of  State"  to  be  absolutely  and 
utterly  bnpoiilbla.' "

The  construction  of  the  first  brick 
building  in  Victoria  was  a  most  im- 
portant event.  It  is  now  standing, 
.somewhat  added  to,  but  neverthe- 
less still  retaining  most  of  ita  orig- 
inal features,  situated  at  the  north- 
east corner  of  Qovemment  and 
Courtney  Streets,  nearly  opposite 
the  postoOoe,  now  oooupled  by 
Crane  *  Oo.  TM  building  was 
erected  In  1858.  and  for  years  wa.s 
known  as  the  "Victoria  Hotel 
AmoiiKst  tlie  (ir.st  industries  started 
here  wa.s  the  making  of  brick,  but, 
like  lumber,  both  were  lmix>rted  for 
a  time  until  our  infant  industries 
.secured  the  market  and  the  Im- 
ported article  was  no  longer  offered 
for  sale.  There  were  two  brick- 
yards. A  family  from  Bowman- 
ville.  Ontario,  opened  up  a  yard 
facing  at  that  time  Saanich  Road, 
now  Douglas  Street,  three  blocks 
beyond  the  present  Hud.son's  Bay 
store.  Until  about  twenty  years 
ago  the  quaint  little  brick  building, 
the  home  of  the  H)x  lanuly,  stood 
on  the  coiniT  of  Prince.s.s  and 
Douglas  Streets,  and  round  about 
that  cottage  was  one  of  the  early 
brickyards,  and  another  on  the  old- 
time  Saanich  Road  (now  Douglas 
Street)  was  Porter's  briekjraffd  in 
the  valley  between  the  Oorge  and 
Bumside  Roads  Somewhat  later 
brickyards  are  those  of  the  num- 
bers, Coughlan,  Ma.son,  Baker,  etc. 
The  building  of  the  first  brick 
building  .soon  led  to  othens— the 
Smitti  niiilding  on  CK)vernment 
Street,  now  (xcupied  by  Richard 
Hall  Sc  Sons,  the  Webster  BuUdhig 
(Webster  Brothers  were  in  the  boot 
and  Shoe  busbMSS)  on  Yates  Street, 
north  side,  near  the  Simon  Leiser 
Building,  ttie  H:idson'8  Bay  Build- 
ing on  Wharf  Street,  the  Bank  of 
British  North  America.  Yates 
Street,  the  Langley  and  Fardnn 
Building,  southwest  corner  Langley 
and  Yates,  occupied  by  Hibben  <k 
Carswell  in  18.'')8  for  nearly  ten 
years  following  that  dnt*-,  until  the 
firm  moved  to  Cnpt  Stamp's 
building,  Qovemment  Street  (since 
torn  down  to  make  room  for  the 
opening  of  Vitm  Street.  That  at 
the  southeast  eemer  of  Jotaneon 
and  Wharf  Streets,  for  years  known 
as  the  Royal  Hotel.  James  Wil- 
cox, proprietor  (Occidental 
later*  is  a  rare  old-timer.  The  one- 
story  brlrk  building  at  the  south- 
east corner  of  Vales  and  Wharf  is 
an  ancient  one  Ma-^t  of  the  build- 
ings were  built  from  ISfiS  to  1B6.S 
The  Arm  of  Wright  Ac  Saunders 
were  the  architects.  Hie  building 
at  the  northeast  comer  of  Fort  and 
Wharf  betongs  to  the  number.  The 
second  floor  was  occupied  by  the 
Masonic  Order  In  pioneer  times. 
There  are  a  number  of  others.  Any 
buildlng.s  with  iron  shutters  t>elong 
to  the  early  period,  and  there  are 
a  number  of  ttirm  on  Wharf  Street 
between  Johnson  and  Fort  The  hod 
carrier  was  certainly  In  his  glory 
I  during  the  time  so  many  brick 
T^I^MbuUdlngrwere  constmnted.  He  was 
an  important  worfcama  ta  those 
days.  Thsre  Is  a  ditty  of  tbose 
times  starting  somethfaig  ta  tbls 
way,  "For  he  earrted  tbe  bed  for 
the  lore  of  Qod."  There  is  a  grave 
doubt  about  that  old  song.

the  guns  had  been  left  behind 
about  1870  by  the  Koyal  Artillery 
when  they  left  Canada  or  had  been 
presented  to  some  Dominion  or 
Provincial  ofBcial  when  the  RA. 
changed  to  more  modem  equipment 
in  Upper  Canada,  where  it  is  sup- 
posed they  were  the  armament  of 
some  four-gun  field  battery. 

The  guns  were  made  in  the  Royal 
Gun  Factory  at  Woolwich  by  the 
brothers  H.  and  C.  King,  one  in 
16U  and  one  in  1816.  They  were 
known  as  brass  twelve-pounder 
guns,  probably  field  guns.  Observe 
the  reesss  for  tba  bead  of  the 
elevating  screw  In  the  underside  of 
the  cascable.  They  are  mounted  on 
the  wrong  type  of  carriage,  which  is 
,  a  ship  truck  mounting,  but  should 
be  on  a  pair  of  wlieels  with  a  solid 
wooden  trail  in  the  centre  of  the 
axle.  The  letters  'D.C.L."  and 
"DIj."  on  the  gun  rcpre.sent  the 
numbers  of  the  guns,  namely. 
and  60.  The  letter  "M '  is  the 
cipher  of  the  Barl  of  Muigrave. 
who  was  the  Master  General  of  the 
Ordnance  at  that  time.  The  letters 
"O.R  '  are  the  royal  cipher  of 
Oeorge  III.  The  overall  length  of 
the  guns  is  fi  feet  fiV4  Indies,  and 
the  .smooth  Ijorc  Is  4  5-16  inches  in 
diameter  The  two  ornamented 
handles  between  the  trunloits  were 
to  be  found  on  guns  used  at  Water- 
loo and  as  late  as  the  war  with 
IKMBtobltOM. 

Here  are  a  few  notes  in  brass 
guns  from  ■■'Die  Artillerist's  Idanual 
of  1840"  ill  the  ixisse.sslon  Of  the 
writer:  "(iun  metal  Is  a  compound 
of  eight  or  ten  pounds  of  tin  to  100 
pounds  of  copper.  The  property  of 
tin  being  to  harden,  the  largest  pro- 
portion (ten  pounds)  is  used  for 
mortars,  they  re<iuh-lng  a  greater 
degree  of  hardness  than  guns. 
Ordnanes  oast  of  gun  metal  are 
generaQy  dedHnated  braes  ordnMce. 
Braw  guns  are  used  for  nwd^bat* 
teries.  thev  liavlng  been  OOnsldered 
preferal)le  to  iron  for  thIS  service. 
Being  ligliter  than  iron  guns,  they 
could  in:  cuat  of  tlir-  same  calibre, 
without  risking  their  bursting 
Brass  guns  are.  however,  soon 
rendered  unserviceable  by  rei>eated 
l^tyf  quick  firing.  Iron  guns  are 
better  adapted  for  batteries  in  the 
attack  or  dsfenoe  of  towns  or  for- 
tresses, and  also  for  ssrrioe  on 

tain  long  and  eonUMsd  and  rapid 
nrn*." 

Hia  aatreme  range  of  theoe 
tlMlve-poonder  guns  was  probably 
abaat  IjOOO  yards,  and  the  service 
elMCge  of  powder  was  ene-third  the 
weight  of  &e  shot  These  two  guns 
were  formerly  In  front  of  the  orig- 
inal Parliament  Bolldtngs  oo  James 
Bav,  according  to  Mr.  i.  C.  Oomlsh. 
formerly  master  gunner  of  "C" 
Battery  at  Work  Point.  They  were 
used  several  times  to  fire  salutes  at 
the  opening  of  the  Provincial  House.

Jamaa  T.  Hunter,  of  North 
A4ams.  Mass.,  reminds  me  that  In 
my  most  recent  book  I  drew  a  com- 
parison between  the  k'ames  of  golf 
and  bridge,  ,stalinK  lhal  In  bridge 
we  omit  the  tee  .shot.s  and  that 
there  Is  no  driving — only  approach- 
ing and  putting.  Mr.  Hunter  says 
that  his  ability  as  a  golfer  Is 
irrelevant,  but  as  a  bridger  he  is 
probably  a  thlrty-two-handlcap 
player— just  a  "duffer."  Be  eocv 
tinues  that  most  "dubs"  at  golf  are 
good  putters,  and  all  golfers  know 
that  "the  cash  rattles  in.  the  can," 
and  that  one  does  not  "pay  off  on 
the  tee  shots  "  Starting  from  this 
point,  he  tK)nder,s  on  why  one 
should  wa.ste  an  appro,'\rh  la  ,shot) 
In  bidding  a  brldt?e  hand  any  more 
than  at  golf,  and  then  adds  that  It 
Is  best  to  "pitch  boldly  for  the  pin 
and  hole  out.  If  poaaible. ' 

Mr.  Hunter's  qiutnal  la  with  the 
approach  principle  In  bidding.  He 
goes  on  to  cite  where  partner  has 
one  heart,  and  the  responding  hand, 
after  a  pa.ss  by  the  adversary, 
looks  at  these  cards:

He  inquires  as  to  what  should  be 
bid  with  this  hand,  observing  that 
it  contains  thraa  and  a  half  honor 
tricks.  sufBettnt  to  make  a  forcing 
takeout,  but  spadea  are  only  four 
cards  in  length  and  that  the  dLs- 
trlbution  4-4-3-2  .suggest.s  no  trump 
"A  pofLsible  birdie'  three,'  he  re- 
mark.s,  '  but  watch  out  for  that  bid 
diamond  sand  trap  '  He  then  ad- 
vises to  play  from  t.lie  .sure  par 
four" — in  other  words,  make  a  bid 
of  four  hearts. 

Mr.  Hunter  thinks  that  possibly 
this  bid  Is  too  simple  to  bother 
with,  but  testily  Obaarvea  that  the 
.shifting  and  Jumping  around  like 
a  flea  on  a  hot  griddle  is  a  stumper 
for  him.  "With  the  game  In  sight." 
he  .says,  "why  not  forget  the  ap- 
proach Ju.st  force  lay  Into  one" — 
'stick  It  up  to  the  pbl,'  and  go 
down  In  one  putt?  " 

I  am  very  happy  to  answer  Mr 
Hunters  observation,  for.  pecu- 
liarly enough,  the  same  mall  which 
brotti^t  hla  plaint  brought  also  the 
hand  below,  with  tha  opentaig  bid  of 
one  heart  and  tha  aania  cards  In 
the  responding  hand  wbldi  he  sug-

Hour  after  hour  he  had  been  itaiMUnt  in  front 
of  the  hotel,  turning  his  sad  eyes  toward  the 
North;  up  there  the  smoke  still  curled  above 
the  ruins  of  the  Chlnew  arajr  banaefea.  lite 
sorriest- looking  ricksha  coolie,  we  mav  ns  woii 
tell  jroa  at  once,  was  named  Ku  Ta-mu;  and 
If  those  synaUaa  mean  nothlnc  to  you.  what 
is  the  use  of  reading  the  new.'spap<Ts?  Ku 
Ta-ma  was  a  war  lord;  K.u  Ta-mu  had  flgured 
oa  tlia  front  pagaa  of  the  worid*!  new^papm 
for  a  whole  week  past,  and  on  their  lesi^  dis- 
tinguished pages  for  years.  At  the  present 
moment,  aa  Idim  WaplM  emerged  fnm  ttia 
Mukden  hotel  and  fluttered  her  timid  request 
lor  a  rlciuiha,  Ku  Ta-mu  was  being  diligently 
aoiiglit  lar  by  Japanaet'  troopa  ttiroaghont  tlie 
etty  and  district  of  Mukden. 

It  need  scarcely  surprise  us.  therefore,  to  see 
Ku  'nt-mu  looklnff  dejeetad  aa  he  waited  in

thai  Anthony  would  boeono  a  f ameoa  writer. 
He  went  to  WInrhester  and  to  Harrow  but 
did  not  learn  In  either  of  them  to  do  an  or - 
dbutfy  sum  or  to  writ*  a  dssont  hand,  we  are 
told  Yet  the  lad  who  wa*  thoMght  to  be  so 
stupid  grew  to  be  an  observant,  thoughtful 
and  popular  nan.  Ho  wao  snilaf  d  to  tho 
poBtofBcr,  and  uolng  about  the  country  learned 
a  great  deal  about  the  gentle  folk  who  in 
thoio  daya  wrote  and  roosHoi  loMm.

"Mtmolrs  of  a  Cavalier"  have  been  highly 
praised  by  eminent  men.  This  writer  dared  to 
PttbUsh  what  he  believed  to  be  true  about 
people  In  high  place.s  and  wa.s  often  punUhed 
for  his  boldness.  But  our  concern  Is  with 
"noMnean  OnMoa."  It  la  worth  laadlat  over 
again.

N  the  town  of  Stratford  on  the  Avon  River 
In  the  beautiful  County  of  WarwicksiUre 
In  Kigland,  WUUam  Ahakeapeara  was 
bom  on  April  23,  15«4  He  became  a  great 
poet  and  writer  of  plays,  in  more  than  three 
centuries  and  a  half  no  one  has  equaled  him. 
We  shall  try  today  to  leam  a  little  about  the 
man  who  did  such  marvelous  work. 

There  lived  in  the  town  of  Stratford  In  thaee 
far-away  days.  John  Shakespeare  and  Ms  wife, 
Mary  Arden.  They  lived  in  a  good  house  and 
had  two  children  before  WUUam  was  bom. 
Five  other  children  came  after.  Altogether 
there  were  four  sons  and  four  daughters  in 
the  famUy.  When  you  are  old  enough  to  read 
the  plays  of  Shakespeare  or  to  go  to  see  them 
acted  you  will  learn  that  the  dramatist  knew 
a  great  deal  about  children.  'Hie  father  was 
then  well  off.  He,  it  is  said,  was  a  glover  by 
trade  and  cultivated  the  farm  hU  wlf*  had 
brought  him  as  part  of  her  dowry.  He  was 
very  highly  thought  of  by  his  fellow  rltlmw. 
who  choee  him  as  chief  msgistrate. 

The  Little  Boy 

THE  parenU  of  baby  William  were  badly 
frightened  when  he  was  three  months  old. 
That  terrible  disease,  the  Plague,  visited  Strat- 
ford. Many  children  as  well  older  people 
died,  but  WUllam  was  q>arsd. 

Some  years  ago  carpenteia  who  were  repair- 
ing or  tearing  down  a  house  in  Stratford 
found  a  hornbook  with.  It  wss  thought.  Wil- 
liam Shake.speare  s  namt  on  It.  This  was  the 
primer  used  In  those  days  and  for  a  tong  tUne 
afterwards.  On  a  shigle  leaf  were  printed  the 
alphabet,  the  Ix)rci  s  Prayer  and  Roman 
numerals.  It  was  set  In  a  frame  of  wood, 
with  a  shoe  of  transparent  hem  ta  front. 
There  was  a  handle  to  hold  It  by  and  It  could 
be  slung  to  the  girdle  of  the  scholar.  Mary 
Arden  was  a  gantlaman'a  daughter  and  tt  la 
almost  certain  she  wattM  teaeh  her  Ittle  ones 
to  read. 

When  the  child  was  old  enough  to  run 
about  there  were  knwly  green  fields  sprinkled 
with  flowers  sloping  down  to  the  river.  As  he 
grew  a  Uttle  oMer  Will  tiduld  run  Into  the 
wood  or  peep  at  the  deer,  hare,  pheasants  and 
other  animals  In  the  park  of  a  gentleman  who 
lived  near.

Spring  Work  in  Beehives 


A SUNNY  day  must  be  chosen  for  the 
overhaul  ol  the  apiary,  partly  because 
the  foraging  bees  will  be  out  working, 
and  also  not  to  chill  the  brood  when  examin- 
ing the  combs. 

Puff  a  little  smoke  in  through  the  entrance, 
gently  remove  tha  top  of  the  hive,  remember- 
ing any  noise  or  Jar  Is  very  irritating  to  bees 
and  causes  trouUe.  Send  more  smoke  down 
under  the  wrap  to  aubdne  them,  and  drlva 
them  on  to  the  calla,  where  havInK  flUOd 
themselves  up,  they  ara  easy  to  handle. 

Remove  the  division  board  between  the 
comb  and  side  of  brood-box.  take  out  the 
comb,  and  examine  well  for  signs  of  eggs. 
Probably  the  queen  will  be  uatag  the  middle 
combfi  to  start  with.  Replace  thi.s  comb  on 
the  outside,  being  very  careful  to  put  it  back 
tha  aaaM  way  aa  before.  Kgamlne  every  one 
in  turn,  and  put  the  division  board  in  last. 

When  looking  through  the  combs,  hold  them 
over  the  hive  ta  case  the  queen  should  drop 
off.  She  will  not  be  easy  to  And  at  first,  but, 
once  discovered,  one  sees  nothtag  else  She 
win  ba  aMyvlag  slowly  about  the  cells  looking 
for  aaipty  oaes  in  which  to  lay  her  eggs.  The 
quaaa  la  twloa  the  slae  of  the  other  bees,  if 
all  la  right,  there  should  be  tiny  white  eggs  in 
.some  of  the  cells,  llttlr  white  grubs  curled  up 
In  others.  Some  cells  will  be  sealed  over, 
others  open, 

Musi  Have  Ample  Room 

RSM£MBfiai  a  good  queen  must  have 
amide  room  to  lay,  aa  she  produces  the 
astonLshlnfc  ininibrr  of  between  two  and  three 
thousand  eggs  a  day.  nearly  80,000  a  month. 
That  roqutav  nearly  half  a  comb  a  day.  When 
this  Ls  realized.  It  will  be  .s^'en  how  l:n;v.' •  .u  • 
it  is  to  give  ample  room,  to  avoid  swaiming, 
aad  aaaoaqaaat  taaa  of  surplaa  honey. 

It  is  best  to  pivf'  wired  rombs  in  brood  and 
shallow  racks;  they  can  be  bought  ready  wired, 
aad  flaad  ta  at  hoBM.  It 
downs,  and  they  last  for  two  Or 
so  savaa  money  ta  the  ead. 


Having  found  all  satlafaetory  in  the  brood 
box,  put  a  queen-excluder  on  the  top.  and  the 
lack  of  shallow  combs  over  that.  Cover  up 
won,  aa  wat-drawlng  requires  great  warmth, 
and  leave  quiet  for  a  week,  whaa* It  la  Wall  to 
go  through  the  hive  again. 

Do  not  give  syrup  If  pollen  is  coming  in.  as 
the  bees  will  only  store  it  In  the  honey-comb.s. 
so,  U  no  pollen  is  available  owing  to  bad 
weather,  delay  putting  ta  tha  ahaUow  rack  till 
Itlaaafotodoao^ 

Replacing  the  Queen 

SUPPOemo  an  Is  net  well  with  the  quoea, 
and  no  eggs  ,ind  Rrubs  'or  larvae  i  are  to 
be  seen,  immediate  steps  must  be  taken  to  re- 
plaoa  har.  althar  by  buytag  a  young  fertile  one, 

or  a  "nucleus,"  which  coasLsi.s  of  a  laying 
queen  and  three  or  four  combs  of  bees.  Theee 
caa  ba  united  to  the  others  by  dusUng  flour 
over  all  the  comb.-  ">!  i  .,v,<\  newi.  bv  tiio  time 
the  bees  have  hcked  each  other  clean,  they 
wttl  bo'good  frtaada. 

A  .solltaiy  queen  is  best  Introduced  in  the 
evening  on  the  top  of  the  combs  ta  her  travel- 
ing cage,  from  which  the  bees  will  liberate  her 
in  a  day  or  two.  and  she.  In  the  maaattaae, 
will  have  acquired  the  "hive  smell." 

Don't  be  short  of  combe,  ready  wired,  brood 
and  shallow. 

Don't  forget  the  weekly  examination,  for  a 
queen  only  ukes  sixteen  days  to  mature  from 
the  day  the  egg  u  laid.  aad.  oaoo  aha  la  ta  tha 
making,  the  old  queen  la  preparing  for  depar- 
ture along  with  the  best  of  the  working  bees 
in  the  first  swarm. 

Don't  suppose  there  Ks  only  one  queen  cell; 
there  may  be  five  or  six,  and  each  one  allowed 
to  hatch  will  uke  off  a  iittla  awana  or  "aaat," 
leavtag  at  laat  a  worthless  remnant  of  a  .'^tork 
Tike  off  every  queen  ceil  that  can  be  found 
once  a  week,  and  don't  forget  to  glvo  MBplo 
room  ta  brood  aad  ahoUow  eomb  rack.

A  hybrid  campanula  of  graat  baauty  la  Cam- 
panula o.  F.  WUaon.  It  la  a  hybrid  of  Cam- 
paaata  pulla  with  enormous  wide  bells  of  das- 

zllng  violet.  It  producp.s  its  flowers  with  the 
greatest  profusion  in  June,  and  ofton  agata  ta 
the  Pan.  iho  plant  la  oely  thraa  to  four  laehaa

From  Greece 

Two  of  the  erodlums  which  are  well  worth 
growing  aro  Irodlum  ehryaanthemum  and 
Erodlum  macradenum  Thr  former  Is  a  famous 
beauty  from  Qreece.  where  It  grofs  on  the 
hlghoat  potata  of  Mount  Parnaaaua  aad  Mount 
Taygetos.  Fine  tufU  of  .silvery,  ferny  foliage 
and  dataty  sprays  of  large,  sulphur-yellow 
flowora.  It  la  aot  dlfloutt  to  grow  la  a  warm 
aunny  spot. 

The  latter  Is  from  the  Pyrenee.s  Aromatic 
tuffeu  of  soft,  green,  ferny  leaves  and  a  long 
succession  of  pala,  dalleataly  velaad  ptak  flow- 
en  with  two  dark  blotches  This  Ls  a  first- 
class  rock  garden  plant,  easy  to  grow  and

First  conslns  to  thr  crodlum/>  are  the  gera- 
niums, and  two  of  tiieae  should  be  ta  every 
ooOaetlen  of  rook  garden  pUnto  of  the  better 
kind.  They  are  Geranium  argeatoum  and 
Oeranium  lancastriense.  The  former  is  a 
levoly  mm  from  tha  eraata  of  llaiaatooe  moun- 
tataa  ta  dhe  Lombard/  Tyrol  and  Ea.stcrn 
Alpa.  FNUy  tuffeu  of  gliatontag  aUver  and 
large  aahrorHhapod  flowers  of  apple  bloaaom 
pink  It  flowers  off  and  on  during  the  whole 
Summer.  It  ahould  be  planted  ta  vary  grlUy 
soil  or  ta  tho  aMralaa.  it  la  throo  to  four 
taches  in  height. 

The  latter  la  a  jewel  of  the  race  and  It 
blooma  frem  Spring  until  winter  with  a  suc- 
ce.  sjon  of  lovely  wide  flowers  of  roay  plak.

Methods  of  Renovating 

l\w  Bald  l\uehos  on 

Esubiisbed  Lawns 

aoothtag  vlato  of  traah  groaa  towm  ta 

the  .shade  of  leafv  avenues  Is  the  OBO 
great  aai>et  of  beauty  that  distatKuishes  Caaa* 
dlaa  residential  diatrlato  from  th;  drah  aub- 
urban  dislntere.st  of  towns  in  less  entrrprislng 
countries.  By  the  same  token,  this  Spring  is 
to  be  a  busy  one  for  tha  Canadian  homo  baau- 
tlfler.  During  the  past  Winter,  with  Its  com- 
paratively Ught  covering  of  snow,  ice  h*9 
played  havoc  with  the  lawaa.  Bars  patohaa  ara 
gaping  here  and  there. 

IB  this  connection  it  Is  in  tercet  mg  to  note 
the  restoration  methods  of  a  leading  «^«Ti*1laft 
horticulturlat,  famous  also  for  the  lawaa 
around  his  home.  First  of  all.  he  rakaa  tha 
bare  .spots  clean  and,  if  necessary,  adda  a 
modicum  of  good,  healthy  soU.  He  sows  the 
seed,  rakea  It  gently  into  the  mould,  rolls  it, 
and  t.-.krs  care  to  keep  the  bald  placea  moUt. 
as  indeed  ha  doea  to  tha  whole  of  the  lawn 
The  alight  raktag  and  the  rolUng  brings  the 
.soil  and  the  u^eti  Into  Intimate  contact,  there- 
by ensuring  rapid  germination.  By  the  Ume 
tha  giaaa  la  thrao  or  four  toehaa  high,  it  wiU 
haao  auflelant  root-hoid  to  withstood  the 
opantloa  af  a  lawn  mower  in  oonunon  with 
tha  nal  of  tha  lawn.  FOr  the  flrrt  cutttag  of 
tho  aaw  ^waa  est  the  erstwhile  spots,  the  uia- 
ohlao  ia  aat  ralhar  hiah.  The  blades  should  be 
vary  ahaip  aad  waU.  aot  to  avoM  pulltag  out 
the  young  irrass  As  a  rule.  howeVer.  the  lawns 
of  this  horticulturist  stand  the  Wtatar  well, 
for  tha  almpla  raaaon  that  ta  the  lato  Fall. 
October  or  Novenilwr.  he  takes  the  precaution 
to  spread  fertiliser— bone  meal  or  oommerclal 
shaap  maaaia  and  roll  the  lawn  thoreughl.v. 
If  neces.sary,  a  .sprinkling  of  .swd  may  be  op- 
portune, followed  by  another  mtcnslve  rolling. 

Fertilizer  Is  Essential 

FOR  the  renovation  of  old.  worn-out  lawn.'-, 
the  use  of  a  good  lertiUzcr  is  imperative, 
and  as  regards  aead,  the  aaial  graaa  adzture 
sold  by  leading  seed  firms  is  generally  satLs- 
factory.  a  very  good  mixture  for  Canada, 
however,  may  be  made  of  K—i^tt>kr  Mao  graaa 
and  white  Dutch  clover  at  tJie  rat*  of  thirty - 
five  pounds  of  the  former  to  oiie  pound  of  the 
latter.  In  making  a  new  lawn  this  U  aoomh 
to  cover  half  an  acre,  but  for  small  lawn.s  <me 
ounce  of  this  mixture  is  sufBclent  for  three 
and  a  half  square  yarda. 

As  a  lawn  is  more  or  leas  a  permanent  f  ,u  - 
tor,  everything  depends  on  the  initial  founda- 
tion. To  make  a  tine  lawn  It  la  liiiportant 
thai  tha  aoU  la  of  a  good  daaa.  enriched  with 
w«ll»rotted  yard  maaura.  If  this  is  not  avail- 
able there  are  many  effective  eoowierolal  for- 
tlliaera  reooaunandad  by  leadsmen,  but  a  very 
aatlafactory  mixture  may  be  made  up  of 
nitrate  of  soda,  one-half  pound;  sulphite  of 
potaah.  one-half  pound;  and  auperphoaphate 
and  ground  bone,  one  pound  of  each.  This 
quantity  mixed  well  Is  sufBclent  for  100  aquara 
feet  of  surface.  In  leading,  either  for  renew- 
taff  old  patohaa  or  for  naklng  a  new  lawn,  a 
oalat  day  ahouM  ba  eboaaa.

Many  mixtures  and  rates  of 
faadlng  have  been  tried  and  compared  at  tha 
Doailalan  bparlmental  Farm,  and  it  haa  been 
found  that  a  grain  mixture  of  five  parte  of 
whela  oata  aad  two  paru  bran,  fad  at  the  rato 
of  oaa  poand  per  one  hundred  pouada  of  llvo 
wolght  ta  the  horse  U  a  safe  grain  ration  for 
horses  at  moderate  work.  As  fodder  elUlor 
daaa  ttaMthy  or  mixed  Umothy  and  clover 
rtMwM  ba  fad,  at  a  rate  of  about  one  pound 
per  one  hundred  pounds  of  live  weight.  Dur- 
ing saaaons  of  heavy  work  the  proportion  of 
braa  may  aafaly  be  reduced  to  one-Jiaif.  and 
the  ration  increased  to  one  and  one-gaortar 
pounds  of  the  mlstun  par  ooo 
ol  Itro  weight.

An  ofBdally-huplred 
attempt  may  be  made  to  get  the 
company  to  do  in  the  Far  South 
what  it  has  done  in  the  Far  North 
of  the  American  continent 

Would  It  be  an  advantage  to  apply 
the  skill  and  knowledge  of  the 
company  to  Antarctica  and  pos- 
sibly to  the  fur  trade  of  Australia 
Itself.

Appe^m  to  Be  Restored  in 
Gallery's  Affair*— 


LONDON  (CP).^ana<la's  Royal  Mounted  PoUce  have 
rivals  in  Australia.  The  tale  of  a  lone  Australian  who 
followed  a  trail  of  1,300  miles  in  search  of  alleged  mur- 
derers, and  came  back  with  seven  prisoners,  reached  here 
from  Sydney.  Heading  a  string  of  six  worn  camels,  and 
followed  by  seven  bearded,  manacled  natives.  Trooper  McKin- 
non,  of  the  Central  Australian  Mounted,  returned  to  Alice 
Springs  after  being  in  thft  deaert  of  Central  AuatralU  for  nine 
arduous  weeks. 

With  the  relurnmg  party  were  a  (^cr  100  miles  of  — nihllln.  the 
pair  of  police  trackers  who  earrtod  |  tnopor  followed  ths  native  bey  to 

two  aboriginal  heads  In  kerosene  the  grave  of  the  victims,  who  had 
tins,  and  two  native  witnesses  of  ^^'^  buried  by  the  missionary  who 
the  crime.  The  only  clothing  ot  the 
captives  wa.s  made  of  flour  bags 
and  twine,  given  them  after  their 
arrest. 

MISSIONARY'S  niSroVERY 
The  crime  came  to  light  last  July 
when  a  missionary  discovered  the 
body  of  a  boy  and  a  man  of  the 
Lubra  tribe,  riddled  with  4>ears,  375 
miles  west  of  tha  Alice  firings  Sta- 
tton.  When  Trooper  MOUnnon  set 
out  In  early  October  for  hu  rcKul.ir 
patrol  of  the  desolate  area  he  car- 
ried,  Instructions  to  arrest  the  mur- 
derers. 

Few  clues  to  aid  him.  McXlnnon 
traveled  west.  foUowli«  native 
tracks  to  a  watertwle.  where  he  en- 
countered an  aagry  tribe  ef  ISO  na- 
thras.  IbaN  admittedly  had  been 
on  their  way  to  exact  revenge  for 
the  murders.  TTiey  were  turned 
back  by  the  persuasion  of  two  trav- 
eling aboriginal  preachers  after  a 
boy  and  the  .sister  of  the  murdered 
Lubra.  eyewitnesses  of  the  crime, 
had  been  mraNed  for  the  irtaL
